The proposition regarding the re­ 
moval of narcotic drugs and liquors 
from the veterans’ bureau hospital at 
Perryville, Md., was made, W illiam s 
testified, after an evening of contin­ 
uous tatk about these surplus sup­ 
plies. 
Forbes, he said, had asked him 
if he could not supply milk and cream 
to the P erryville institution, 15 miles 
away, aud inquired how many trucks 
W illiam s' company had. W illiam s tes 
tiiied that he replied that his concern 
had eight trucks, but they could not 
take the contract. 
Forbes, the witness continued, then 
explained there "w ere a great many 
broken packages" at Perryville, "and 
I might make it interesting fur you.’ 
He added that just then ‘‘the door 
opened and nothing further was said.’’ 
W illiam s asserted that he had not 
even considered the alleged offer. 
Under questioning by members of 
the committee the witness added that 
Forbes' alleged offer was to make it 
interesting for him in getting split 
packages out of the Perryville reser­ 
vation. 
The proposal was made, according 
to W illiam s, a day or two prior to 
Sept. 20, 1922. 
About a month pre­ 
vious, he said, he had heard Forbes 
discuss narcotics and liquors with a 
druggist named Hogshead at Staun­ 
ton.

Should Be Done by the Federal Gov­ 
ernment Already Being Done, Says 
the Secretary— Pinchot Alleged to 
Have Made His Campaign For Dry 
Enforcem ent Political.

Mortimer, who testi­ 
fied befor elbe committee last week 
that the former director had been 
guilty of graft aud corruption in the 
letting of hospital contracts, and had 
told him they could "clean up'’ on 
narcotics, and taut Forbes and his 
secretary, Al. JU Sweet, and Sid Bie­ 
ber, a close friend, had made several 
trip** to Williams' home In an w^ort 
to get certain papers in possession cl 
Mrs.

The 
papers, 
W il­ 
liams sa. . he understood, had been 
turned over to Mrs. Aiortimer by her 
husband for safekeeping and she had 
asked Mrs. William s to lock them up 
Colonel Forbes was present with 
his counsel. Colonel James S. Ens by 
Smith of Washington 
The proposition regarding the re­ 
moval of narcotic drugs and liquors 
from the veterans' bureau hospital at 
Perryville, Ald., was made, Williams 
testified, after an evening of contin­ 
uous talk about these surplus sup­ 
plies. 
Forbe.i. he said, had asked him 


if he could not supply milk and cream 
to the Parryville institution, 15 miles 
away, aud inquired how many tracks 
W illiam s' company had. Williams tes 
tided that he replied that his concern 
had eight truck*, but they could not 
take the contract. 
Forbes, ihe witness continued, then 
explained there "were a great many 
broken packages'’ at Perryville, “ and 
I might make it interesting fur you.' 
He added that just then “ the door 
opened and nothing further was said.” 
Williams asserted that he had not 
even considered the alleged offer. 
Ender questioning by members of 
the committee the witness added that 
Forbes' alleged offer was to make it 
interesting for him in getting split 
parkages out of the Perryville reser­ 
vation. 
The proposal was made, according 


to Williams, a day or two prior to 
Sept. 20, 1922. 
Abeut a month pre­ 
vious, he said, he had heard Forbes 
discuss narcotics aud liquors with a 
druggist named Hogshead at Staun­ 
ton, Va., whom W illiam s was visit­ 
ing.

Governor Pinctiot. 


L A T T E R I CHARGE CHALLENGED 


Things W hich the Governor Suggests 


Should Be Done by the Federal Gov­ 
ernment Already Being Done, Says 
the Secretary— Pinchot Alleged to 
Have Made His Campaign For Dry 
Enforcem ent Political.

Gifford Pinchot, governor of Pennsyl­

That Pinchot has made his 
ampaign for enforcement of the dry 
law's political; that the things which 
Pinchot suggests should be done al­ 
ready are being done daily and are 
incorporated In the federal statutes 
or regulations, and that, the protest 
of Governor Pinchot is strangely aim* 
Ja r to and timed with a similar com* 
plaint of \\ illiam G. McAdoo, pre­ 
sumed by the administration to be a 
candidate for the Democratic nom­ 
ination. 
In a letter to Governor Pinchot, 
replying to a communication in vvhiuh 
Pinchot put up to Secretary Mellon 
personal responsibility for 
prohibi­ 
tion infractions and outlining ways in 
whch the law' might be enforced, the 
secretary said that Pinchot was not 
familiar with the law. 
Both at the white house and the 
treasury department it was admitted 
for the first time that anything that 
is regarded as an open declaration of 
Pinchot for the Republican nomina­ 
tion would be combatted in kind.
